1 . FRONT PAGE REPORT FROM CORRESPONDENT RICHARD WALKER IN NEW 
YORK SAID " A SIX-POINT MANIFESTO CALLING FOR THE DESEGRATION 
OF ALL WORK FACILITIES, EQUAL PAY AND EQUAL OPPORTUNITIES 

FOR THEIR BLACK EMPLOYEES IN RSA WAS UNVEILED BY ELEVEN GIANT 
AMERICAN CORPORATIONS WITH HUNDREDS OF MILLIONS OF DOLLARS 
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INVESTED IN THE COUNTRY." REPORT QUOTED UNNAMED SPOKESMAN FOR 
MEMBER OF GMC BOARD LEON SULLIVAN SYAING " THEY "VE SIGNED 
IT. THEY'RE COMMITTED TO IT. THIS IS A RADICAL STEP." REPORT 
SAID AMB. YOUNG " UNDERSTOOD TO BE THE PRIME MOVER BEHIND REV.

2. JOHANNESBURG AFRIKAANS PAPER " BEELD” MARCH 2 REPORTED 
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RSA AMBASSADOR BOTHA HAD " FREINDLY" DISCUSSIONS WITH THREE 
USA CORPORATE REPRESENTATIVES IN WASHINGTON. REPORT QUOTED 
BOTHA SAYING " THERE WAS NO QUESTION OF CONFRONTATION 
OR ULTIMATUMS." 

3. IN ONLY EDITORIAL COMMENT, SAME PAPER "BEELD" SAID THE 
CARTER ADMIN " PRESSURING USA CORPORATIONS WITH SPECIFIC 
PROPOSALS FOR CHANGES IN RACE PRACTICES IN THERIR RSA AFFILIATES. 

ONE SHOULD LOOK TO THE SOURCE OF SUCH MORALIZING. THIS SUDDEN 
CONCERN OVER OPPORTUNITIES FOR BLACK WORKERS WOULD SOUND MORE 
CONVINCING IF THE FIRMS HAD DONE MORE IN THE PAST INSTEAD OF 
HIDING BEHIND THE GOVT WITH EXCUSES THAT IT OPPOSED GREATER
